—Mr. Paul Bert has made some inter- 


esting investigations into the effects of 
anaesthetics. 
Among other results, he 


finds that the fatal dose is just ahout 
double that which is sufficient to produce 
insensibility, and a dose about midway 
between these two extremes will very 
readily produce anaesthesia. Of the an- 
aesthetics in common use he finds chloro- 
form the most dangerous, ether ranking 
next, and protoxide of nitrogen being 
safer than any .other tried by him. 


—In a lecture upon the "great comet of 


1881," the Astronomer Royal for Ireland, 
Prof. K. S. Ball, states that collisions of 
the earth with comets have often occured, 
and others will doubtless occur in the fu- 
ture. 
The last of these collisions was in 


June, 1801, when the earth passed through 
the tail of a large comet. 
Had the earth 


passed through the densest part of the 
nucleus he did not know what the result 
would have been, but thinks the conse- 
quences would not have been serious. On 
the occasion mentioned the only indica- 
tion that a collision had taken place was 
the peculiar appearance of the sky as ob- 
served at what was probably the very time 
when the earth was enclosed in the tail of 
the comet. 


—It has been discovered 


that surrounding the electric arc by tubes 
filled with cold water produces a great ef- 
fect upon it, the luminous power being 
much weakened, and the arc itself so 
much affected that a slight puff would ex- 
tinguish it. 


—A Vienna chemist has made a new 


glass, containing no silica or other ingre- 
dient of ordinary glass. Its most impor- 
tant property is that it may be used to 
glnze iron and other metals. 


—On a recent occasion the bread dis- 


tributed to a cavalry detachment at Oran, 
Algeria, was found to be moldy, although 
only made forty-eight hours before. 
He- 


fusing to eat it, tne men tiirew it to their 
horses. 
Two of the latter ate each about 


a pound of the bread, which resulted in a 
true poisoning, seriously injuring one o' 
the animals. 
The bread was investigated 


by M. Megnin, who found upon it two 
kinds of mold, the sporules of which he 
believed to have existed in the flour be- 
fore the bread was made. 
One mold,j4s- 


uopliom niifriwmii, formed a flaky, sooty- 
colored cover; the other, Oiilitnu anritn- 
tiacitm, existed in spots of a salmon color, 
which multiplied very rapidly. 
Tried 


upon dogs, the former was found to pro- 
flncp a much more violent sickness than 
the latter, although considerable action 
was produced in both cases. 


—From 8000 hypsometrical measure- 


ments, Dr. Chavanne has calculated the 
average height of the entire continent of 
Africa to be not less than 2150 feet. 
This high figure is evidently due to the 
j;reat extent of the high plateaux in that 
country, surpassing even that of Asia. 


—Experiment has shown M. Maiche 


that sounds of different characters pro- 
duced from two separate sources can be 
sent simultaneously on one wire and re- 
ceived separately. 
At the rceiving sta- 


tion he used two telephones of different 
resistances, and at the transmitting end 
caused a music box to operate upon a mi- 
crophone while an induction telephone 
transmitter was spoken into at the same 
time. The musical sounds were repro- 
duced in the telephone of least resistance, 
and the vcoal sounds in the other, so that 
with the two telephones to the ears the 
listener could hear the music by one ear 
and the speech by the other. 


—In a recent address to the Balloon So- 


ciety of Great Britain, Mr. W. B. Wood- 
bury predicted that photographers will be 
able at no distant day to obtain from bal- 
loons bird's-eye views of any city ortowm 
photographed true to nature and showing 
every detail with sufficient clearness to 
serve many purposes. The motion to 
which the camera must be subjected is the 
chief obstacle to the successful practice 
of balloon photography, but he believed 
that the extremely sensitive plates now 
prepared must S2rve in a considerable de- 
gree to overcome this difficulty. 
He 


hoped that another year would show some 
advance in this particular branch of sci- 
ence. 


—Some time during the coming year, 


an exhibition is to be held at Berlin of 
articles pertaining to the "science and 
technology of health, and the saving of 
life." It would seem that such exhibi- 
tions ought to become epidemic. 


—The principles of the new rapid ship 


now being constucted at Geneva from M. 
Ravoul Pictet's plans, were lately de- 
scribed to the French Academy. The 
vessel is to be broad and quite flat, and so 
built that the bottom will constantly re- 
ceive an upward thrust, tending to lift it 
from the water. This will lessen the 
draught of the vessel, and consequently 
diminish the resistance of the water to its 
passage. M. Pictet calculates that he wilt 
be able to obtain a speed equal to about 
three times the present average. A 
practical testof the new ship's capabilities 
is awaited with much interest. 


—An electrical elevator, worked by a 


Siemens machine, has been one of the 
many interesting novelties of the Paris 
Electrical Exhibition.

There is something sublimely sad in the 
aberration of King Lear frenzied by his 
daughters, Regan and Uoneril, in the at- 
tempt to have their sister, Cordelia, dis- 
inherited. There is something thrilling in 
the actions of Meg Merrilles as she goes 
shivering a great hoiror through Walter 
Scott's Guy Mannering. 
There is some- 


thing weird in the mental derangement of 
Goethe's Mignon. There is something 
tremendous in tho insanity of Lycurjus, 
hewing down his own sou under the im- 
pression that he was hewing down n tree; 
in the insanity of Cambyscs, in the insan- 
ity of Ulysses before the Trojan war, for 
f!,oc i wnrp (wiiuine cal-unities. and there 
is sublimity even m shipwreck. 
But 


there is no emotion excited by this feigned 
idiocy of the text except that of disgust, 
and it has its echo in the court-room at 
Washington where the fiendish assassin of 
our former President is dramatizing the 
stark fool, hoping under the cloud to es- 
cape from the anathema of the nation.

No, they will no 
do that. What do they do? 
Borrow 


They stay in a place until its patience 
capacity is exhausted, and then they mo 
on to pastures new. 
The assassin now o 


trial borrowed all he could at Freepor 
then borrowed all he could in Boston, the 
borrowed all he could in Chicago, then 
borrowed all he could in Washington. He 
borrowed the money to purchase the pis- 
tol. 
He borrowed the clothes he has on 


his back He is borrowing the time and 
the talent of his counsel. He is borrowing 
hundreds of thousands of dallars from the 
United States government in the expense 
to which this trial is putting us, and in all 
the expense that attended the List sick- 
ness of our beloved President. You and 
I, if we are taxpayers, are helping to pay 
' his board to-day in prison. My friends, it 


seems to me that it is high time that we 
men and women, who in our occupations 
and professions are toiling until we can- 
not draw another ounce, ceased being 
taxed to support the lazy scoundrels ol 
America.
